More babies die in Canada during 
the month of September than during 
.my other month of the year. The re- 
ison for this is because so many of 
the babies are weakened by attacks 
of diarrhoea during the hiA. summer 
months, they fall victims to second at¬ 
tacks of the disease or to other con¬ 
ditions, which, in their weakened stu^e 
they are unable to withstand. 

In the year 1928, over 4,200 babies 
died as a result of diarrhoea. This 
means that, on an average, over el¬ 
even babies died each day during the 
year because of thi3 cond^.ion. There 
are not nearly as many deaths now 
from this cause as there were only a 
few years ago, but we are still paying

Mothers should realize that if diar¬ 
rhoea does occur, it is a serious con¬ 
dition, and the time to cull a doctor 
is immediately, not sevuul days later 
when the baby is acutely ill.

"war pictures" now current on Hie 
American screen, "The Great Mall

An Indian grave, discovered by 
accident by Canadian Pacific em¬ 
ployees at work near Brooks, Al¬ 
berta, last May, is considered by 
experts to be between 300 and 400 
years old. It Is thought the grave 
was originally above ground but 
the passage of centuries bad buried 
the grave below the soil. An irri¬ 
gation ditch was being constructed 
when the grave was discovered. 

Tri-motorod airplane* aro being 
launched In one of the most spec¬ 
tacular fights in tho history of 
aviation. Wnr has been docla.ed 
by the Canadian Government on tho 
spruce bud worm and the airplane 
Is to be the principal arm of the 
gervice. Planes each carry 1.C0J 
pounds of powder, und will dust It 
while flying low, over the tree 
top*. 

The blueberry Industry Is show¬ 
ing much Improvement in Yar¬ 
mouth and Shelburne counties, 
Nova Scotia. Last year there were 
only 4,000 acres of crown land 
burned for blueberry growing; this 
year 10,000 acres have been burn¬ 
ed. Value of crop last year was 
165,000 and It is estimated that the 
crop's value could be increased to 
half u million dollars. 

The province of Alberta has 
adopted Old Age Pensions, tho 
funds for which are provided by 
co-operation between the federal 
and provincial governments. Tho 
scheme has now been udopted by 
All Canadian provinces from tLo 
Quebec boundary westward. 

Though crops In several parts of’ 
V/estern Canada would bo benefi¬ 
ted by rains, crop outlook on tho 
whole is very promising. Reports 
from all parts of Saskatchewan are 
generally encouraging. The Al¬ 
berta report is good, especially tho 
Peace River country where present 
prospects indicate one of the beat 
crops on record. About 25,000,OCO 
acres are sown to wheat in Canada 
tills year. I*ast year the Donfn- 
ion harvested over 533,000,000 bush¬ 
els of wheat, the largest crop iu 
the country’s history. 

The fourth annual midsummer 1 
gathering of the Swedlsh-Canadian 
League held a two-day convention 
at Lac du Bonet, Manitoba, re¬ 
cently and decided to build a homo 
for Old Swedish folks at Winnipeg. 
Another feature of the gathering 
was a pageant of old Swedish folk- 
dancing and songs presented in ol l- 
time costumes.

Roger Babson in one of tho out¬ 
standing business experts of the world 
and his words are eagerly watched 
by men in the highest places in busl- I 
ness life, because they carry much 
weight.
